Members of the. party sailed 
from New York to Southampton and 
from there to Dar-es-Salaam, seat of 
government of Tanganyika Terri- 
tory. From Dar-es-Salaam the party 
proceeded to Tabora which is about 
halfway between the coast and Lake 
Tanganyika, one of the largest 
bodies of fresh water in the world. 
At Tabora a base camp was estab- 
lished. s 

‘The trip from Dar-es-Salaam was 
made over the Central African Rail- 
way which ‘is probably the world’s 
ctookedest railroad.’

Gain Should Not Cosh Over 
$150 Says Fashion Experi 
In Discussing Par's Styles

PARIS July 3.—“No gown how- 
ever elaborate should cost more 
than one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars unless fur or precious stones 
are used for trimming.” 

So said Yvonne Carette to me!/ 
this week in the course of my in- j 
vestigation concerning the extra- | 
ordimary differences in price whieh 
have been the feature of this sea- 
son. 

“The fact that the dollar is now 
worth thirty-five francs does not 
warrant new high = prices,’ con- 
tinued Carette. “The materials are 
mostly French and therefore are 
not subject to enchanted cogar- 
ies. Labor and taxes only are 
higher, but a hundred per cent 
increase over pre-war prices would 
amply. conpensate for it all. 

“There is no reason to charge 
$400 for any gown in Paris. More- 
over, by this unlimited exaggera- 
tion of prices we only create a 
fictitious prosperity which is more 
embarrassing than helpful to the 
government in this financial 
crisis. 

“Because our clients are mostly 
Americans it does not follow that }‘ 
we should charge American prices. 
Unfortunately most Americans 
think ‘otherwise and never believe 
they have a smart gown unless 
they pay an unreasonable amount 
for it. ; 

“European women are-different, 
Princes Ileana of Romania, for 
instance, paid only thirty-two dol- 
lars for a mauve beige check 
mousseline dress which she wore 
to the Embassy garden party. 
Princess Irene, of Greece, has a 
pearl grey georgette ball gown 
with pearl embroidery whieh che 
wore dat the party given by the 
Maharajab of Kavurthala. It cost 
her $93. Mrs. Cavendish Benticks 
has a mousseline robe all of the 
new green, with incrustations of 
taffeta flowers and silver lame 
trimmings specially made for the 
Grand Prix ball, and it was only
